(U P ) — President Roosevelt 
today entered the serious con ­ 
gressional controversy th r eat­ 
ening to upset his $1.500.000,-

EMPIRE STATE 
MORE LIBERAL 
IN LEGISLATING

New York legislature is b ecoming 
more 
lib eral 
annually, 
political 
leaders agreed after studying leg­ 
islation passed b y the 19 3 r ses­ 
sion. 
Leaders 
cited 
the fact 
that 
scores of laws, rejected each year 
in the past, finally had received 
approval of b oth houses. 
Lab or, 
social, 
financial 
and anti-crime 
legislation was among the im port­ 
ant b ills sent to Gov. H erb ert H 
Lehman for signature. 
Prob ab ly the most “ab out face” 
taken on Issues b y the legislature 
was it* approval of a b ill perm it­ 
ting women to serve as Jurors. 
Women organizations had foueht 
for thu b ills for years. 
When the numb er of women leg­ 
islators grew to three several years 
ago, however, hope« of proponents 
of women jurors b rightened. As­ 
semb lywomen 
Doris 
I. 
Byrne, 
Democrat, and Jane Todd, Repub ­ 
lican, joined with Sen, Rhoda Fox 
Graves, Repub lican, in pressing the 
movement. 
Twice b ills passed the assemb ly, 
only to he shelved in senate com­ 
mittees. This year Miss Todd again 
ob tained passage of her b ill and 
it was sent to the hostile upper 
house. 
Senate leaders announced their 
opposition and rejected the Todd 
b ill, b ecause it made Jury serv­ 
ice mandatory for women. 
Later 
another measure making it per­ 
missive 
was 
approved 
and 
re­ 
turned to the assemb ly. 
The women legislators were not 
quite satisfied with the permissive 
clause, b ut accepted it as a step 
nearer their goal. 
Financial 
legislation 
included 
approval of the state's $400,000,000 
b udget for the fiscal year 19 37-38. 
It was the highest In New York's 
history. 
Lab or 
legislation 
included 
en­ 
actment of & “Little W agucr” la­ 
b or relations act and creation of 
a b oard of mediation to handle 
lab or disputes. 
Lehman suggested those laws as 
a step toward preventing 
indus­ 
trial strike* 
The legislature de­ 
feated an amendment which would 
outlaw 
“sit-down" 
strikes, 
how­ 
ever. 
A state Social Security program 
also was written on the statute 
b ooks, enab ling New York to par­ 
ticipate in the Federal plan. 
Another b ill passed prohib its b us 
or railroad companies from pre­ 
venting b lind persons with “see­ 
ing eye" dogs from riding on their 
lines. 
The 
assemb ly approved 
a 
b ill 
granting 
expectant 
mothers 
a 
grant of $75 b ut it wa*s turned 
down b y the senate. 
Upper house 
leaders approved the principle b ut 
said It would cost "too much”. 
Aided 
b y 
President 
Roosevelt, 
the governor gained some ground 
in his long fight for ratification of 
the Federal Child Lab or Amend­ 
ment. 
In a surprise move, 
the 
senate approved 
the

and sent it to the assemb ly where 
it 
was 
defeated 
again.

years a ratifying resolution 
was 
killed in committees. 
As a compromise, the assemb ly 
and senate b oth passed a b ill b an­ 
ning sale of goods made with the 
aid of child lab or.

Convention 150 years ago some of the trials 
of our forefathers.

fied than in this masterpiece. 
The main center span o f this “Queen of 
Spa ns” is the largest single unit of any sus­ 
pensio n bridge in the wrorld. It is 4200 feet 
lo ng . 700 feet longer than the George Wash­ 
ington Bridge over the Hudson river. 
The 
two giant towers, one off San Francisco’s 
Presidio shore and the other on the Marin 
co unty bluff to the north, are 746 feet high. 
The total bridge width is 9 0 feet, divided 
into a 60-foot roadway, with six lanes for 
vehicular traffic and two 
1014-foot clear 
width sidewalk s. 
The grand total length, including the tw'o 
approach roads, or from Waldo Point in 
Marin county to the Marina Gate of the 


as a result each state seemed to vie with 
each other in how little they could pay and 
how long they could delay payment.
